Two yours ao the provinoial authorities 
decided to prohibit the importation uf Fu- 
kien salt into Chékiang, and farmed ont 
the salt monopoly tu a very wealthy 
merchant. A elt storing godown was 
built outside the east gate of Wénchaw city, 
and everything went well until recently 
when troubles oume from an unexpected 
quarter. Towards the end of the 6th 
moon (th Angust) sbout ninety labourers 
were returning to place called Sibe in 
boats heavily laden with salt, which es 
usual had been paid them instead of cash. 
Whilo passing Wéocltow their boats were 
Atopped by the eult revenue guard-boat and 
the thousands of caltios of salt were con- 
fiscated. Tho ruetics made a bold resist- 
ance and two of their number were severe- 
ly wounded; but seeing that thera was no 
chance of contending against an armed 
force, they rushed on shore to tho magis- 
trate's yamén to demand justice, To their 
rage nothing was sacred. A woonden parti- 
tion in the yamén was broken down, and 
the scaffold which supported the official 
aost was also destroyed. The magistrate 
| thought it prudent not to faca the infuriated 
toilers of the fields‘ and kept his august 
presence in the background, whilo the 
yamén. rannors. politely told the countrymen 
that the magiatrate bad nothing to do with 
the matter, por could he interfere, os tho’ 
aalt monopoly was granted by the higher 
authotities, and that they must go to the 
right quarter for redress. The crowd
